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Continuation of 7. In view of the amendments to the claims after final rejection, the examiner withdraws the rejection of Claim 26 under 35 
use 112, and withdraws the objections of Claims 3 and 14. The amendment to the claims as presented by the applicant are entered into 
the record.. 

Continuation of 1 1 . The applicant's argument re: 35 USC 103 rejections of Claims 1-33 have been considered, but are not persuasive. In 
response to the allegation that Udawatta does not teach two MISRs of different sizes (page 13 of amendment), the examiner repeats the 
original teaching of Udawatta in column 3 lines 59-61 ("the invention can support MISRs with different polynomial sizes"). This teaching of 
Udawatta suggests to one with ordinary skill that there may be two MISRs with differing polynomial sizes. Therefore, the teaching of two 
MISRs of differing sizes would require that an LFSR (previously taught elsewhere) polynomial would have a different size than at least one 
of the two different MISRs. And therefore, a 1st polynomial (LFSR) may be different in size (number of bits) than a 2nd (MISR) polynomial. 
The examiner, maintaining the rejections of the independent claims (1, 8, 12, 22, and 29), also maintains the rejection of the dependent 
claims whereas the applicant's argument depended on the independent claims for allowance. 
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
